Mark Olson, Crop Specialist 
with the Alberta Agriculture, 
Food, and Rural Development out 
of the Olds office said despite late 
seedingdue to wet spring weather 
Didsbury area crops look promis¬ 
ing this year. 

“A lot of people didn’t get seed¬ 
ing until the long weekend in 
May,” Olson said. “Overall, we 
were two to three weeks behind 
usual, I would say. You may see 
some lighter grain; some thinner 
kernels and some lighter weights 
if you really look. It depends on 


hard even [two weeks ago| when it 
was kind of damp- which is actually 
ideal for swathing canola- because 
then it won’t shell on you. If it gets 
too dry and brittle the seeds will drop 
out on the ground. It usually takes 
about a week to cure, so the canola 
will start to come off this week.” 

Canola crops are coming off “all 
over the map because of the spring 
we had,” Olson reported. “There’s 
some very, very good crops out there, 
and there’s some poor crops. We had 
some disease come into canola, what 
they call canola foot rot. I saw it in 
some fields; there was definitely a 
higher yield potential there than 
what the farmers will receive. It 
looked like it should have yielded 
more. There were lots of pods and 
lots of growth there, but because the 
roots are basically rotted off the 
pods didn’t fill.” 

Olson said field peas have done 
well in the area. 

“Some people have harvested 
[field peas) and they’ve had really 
good yields.” 

While it’s too early to judge how 
harvest yields will come in, Olson 
was optimistic about the crops he’s 
inspected to date. 

“First cut hay seemed to be quite 
good. Some people out Cremona way 
told me they hadn’t had yields like 
that, ever, they got off some very 
good quality hay. I think overall 
there’s some pretty nice crops, ” Olson 
concluded. 

“I was out doing surveys [last 
week] and I was really impressed 
with some of the barley crops, espe¬ 
cially. It looked pretty good.”

Landfill proposal

Representatives from Browning-Ferris Industries Ltd. (BFI), were in¬ 
vited to attend last Tuesday’s Regional Solid Waste Authority meeting to 
introduce themselves to the group and answer landfill-related questions. 

BFI, who operate a landfill site outside of Calgary, presented a short slide 
presentation to demonstrate how operations at their facility are carried out. 

A discussion ensued regarding realistic expectations of cost and perform¬ 
ance relating to landfill construction, maintenance and operations. 

BFI District Manager John Deagle said that time from acquiring suitable 
land to “opening the gates” could span five years. 

With an estimated eight years remaining of operative time left on the 
Calgary BFI site, Deagle said BFI would be interested in opening discussions 
leading to joint development of a new site in the County of Mountain View. 

The discussion was theoretical in nature as no locations have been 
officially proposed or identified. A market feasibility study would be submit¬ 
ted by BFI prior to pursuing the matter further.

Teachers 1 survey results reflect "grave concerns 


of the University of Alberta tabu¬ 
lated the returns and prepared 
results for each constituency and 
for the province as a whole. The 
constituency results were tabu¬ 
lated and delivered to each MLA, 
to presidents of ATA local associa¬ 
tions and school superintendents. 

In the constituency of Olds- 
Didsbury, 68 per cent of respond¬ 
ents reported the assistance avail¬ 
able for special-needs students 
has decreased since September 
1993. Sixty-seven percent re¬ 
ported their average class size 
has increased while 74 per cent 
reported a decrease in the time 
they have available to spend with 
students. 

Provincially, 81 per cent of re¬ 
spondents reported the time they 
have available to spend with stu¬ 
dents has decreased since restruc¬ 
turing began three years ago.

Neapolis Dairy Products won a pres¬ 
tigious gold medal award for their "double 
cream brie" at the Pacific National Exhi¬ 
bition in Vancouver as reported in the 
September 15, 1992 Review. The cheese got rave reviews. By 
contrast, it was reported in the same issue that Don Getty had 
stepped down as Premier. No one seemed to care very much... 

A year later, Myron Thompson kicked off his campaign for a seat 
as Wild Rose MP. The Prime Minister at the time was a lady by the 
name of Kim Campbell. There is no further mention of Campbell in 
the Review, but the name Thompson continues to appear with 
unflagging regularity... 

The newly formed Theatre Didsbury staged their first local three-act 
play in the Multi-Purpose Room at the college September 18, 1993. It 
was "The Odd Couple", and the two faces staring out from the front page 
were Tony Sylvestre and Rick Phillips... 

In 1994, the top headline on the front page of the September 13 
Review read: "Thompson opposes fines to entrepreneurial farmers". 
Referring to an announcement by Revenue Canada and the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board that farmers who sell directly to customers will be 
fined, the outspoken Wild Rose MP said: "If prairie producers have 
the freedom to grow their crop, they should have the freedom to sell 
the fruits of their labor." The more things change... 

But, unlike the sunny fall of 1996 (at least until the timeof writing 
this editorial), the weather was playing havoc with farmers waiting 
for a chance to take off their crops last year at this time.

When I first came to the farm there was a big Blue Spruce in 
the yard. It was a gorgeous color but not a very nice shape and a 
few years later when an ice storm broke off the top and several 
big branches, we reluctantly cut it down. In a nearby flower bed 
we found three, lovely, blue spruce babies and we moved them 
to the end of the garden. They grew and grew and each year we 
would say, "we have got to move those little blue's before they get 
too big to handle," and then we would go off and do a hundred 
other things and the blue babies would grow some more. About 
three years ago I phoned a couple of tree movers and got quotes 
that gave me a bit of a shock. My beloved husband was even more 
shocked than I was. "We can do it ourselves," he said, and then he 
went off and did a hundred other things and the little trees 
became even larger. 

By this Spring one of the trees was about twelve feet tall and 
the other two at least nine. We had to admit that we could not do 
a good job of it ourselves. I phoned a tree mover and made 
arrangements to move the two smaller ones. One of them went 
into the new spruce row we are starting west of the barnyard and 
the most perfectly shaped one fit into a sort of bay in the house 
yard windbreak and can be admired from our bedroom window. 
That should have been the end of it but that lovely clear blue 
seemed to need some contrast other than the weathered trunks 
of its big old green cousins. Some nearby wild roses seemed to be 
doing well so maybe some of Ev Robertson's white Scotch Roses 
would grow as well. I planted three clumps of them. There were 
some pretty little Aspens quite close and I am very fond of aspens 
but everywhere I looked this summer Schubert Chokecherries 
caught my eye. Lovely with Blue Spruce and pink and white 
roses, extremely hardy, according to the books, blooms in Spring 
and bears fruit for birds. One would be nice, three would be even 
better. 

This is a good time of year to buy nursery stock. It is pretty 
well all on sale, fall planting works well, especially with con¬ 
tainer grown trees, and with the usual two-year guarantee, if 
your new little tree doesn't make it through the winter, you 
haven't lost anything other them your time. I started phoning 
tree nurseries. The best price was at Sunnyside and when a 
rainstorm halted the harvest Ralph and I went down to Calgary. 

This is a good time of the year to pay for nursery stock but not 
a good time to get much selection. The few remaining Sunnyside 
trees were leggy, badly shaped and even at 50 per cent off fairly 
expensive. Another customer looked gloomily at the few remain¬ 
ing specimens and remarked aloud, "the only place that has 
anything good left is Edward's." We found a phone book, called 
Edward's Garden Centre, confirmed that they did indeed have 
Schubert Chokecherries and drove over. Edward’s Garden Cen¬ 
tre is small compared to Sunnyside but there was excellent 
variety, the trees were lovely and the staff outstanding. While we 
pondered the best way to fit six foot trees into the Jimmy the 
young woman in charge told us that she had friends near 
Cremona and would arrange delivery. When she brought them 
out the next morning she approved the locations I had chosen, 
gave me some advice on a few things, took some pictures of our 
yard and asked for seeds from our wild cucumber. The next time 
we want ornamentals we will go there first. 

"The next time we want ornamentals!!" I can hardly believe I 
said that. We are supposed to be at the age when we begin to cut 
back, simplify, have less garden, fewer flowers. But wouldn't a 
Golden Elder be pretty with the Purple chokecherries and the 
Blue Spruce and I have been wanting to try some Spirea back in 
the deep shade under the big trees and if we are breaking up sod 
there anyway there are a couple more peony colors I would love 
to have and my sister-in-law has a couple of lilies that should be 
split and there is a blue columbine I have been wanting and a 
Himalayan Blue Poppy that sounds wonderful and...Gardeners 
are a sorry lot. It's an addiction you know.

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Busy week for fire department 



TO OWNERS OE PRIVATE

The Didsbury Volunteer Fire 
Department were a busy crew last 
week, responding to several fires 
called in by area residents. 

A major blaze 13 miles east of 
town last Wednesday had fire¬ 
fighters battling a baler blaze 
which spread through the field, 
threatening the former Cipperly 
home quarter buildings. A battal¬ 
ion of neighbors came to the aid of 
Echo Sands Ranching, who were 
baling in the field when the fire 
started. Neighboring farmers 
turned out with tractors and cul¬ 
tivators, fashioning a fire break 
which fire fighters reinforced by 
soaking tall grass and straw along 
the perimeters. 

Fire departments from Dids¬ 
bury, Carstairs and Linden re¬ 
sponded to the call. Deputy Cheif 
Bob Wright who was on the scene, 
said dollar loss in the aftermath 
of the fire would be approximately 
$30,000. There was some damage 
to the tractor, and the baler it was 
pulling was destroyed. Fence 
posts and some bales were also 
consumed in the blaze. 

The following day saw the 
Didsbury crew called out to three 
separate fires in as many direc¬ 
tions. Thursday afternoon, a 
Didsbury pumper provided 
backup to the Carstairs depart¬ 
ment who’d been called to deal 
with a small grass fire west of 
Carstairs. Shortly after the 


Didsbury crew returned to the 
fire hall, two separate calls came 
in; one for a small stubble and 
manure fire to the east and an¬ 
other for a bale fire just west of 
town. 

A malfunction in the safety 
system of a baler dryer ignited 
around two dozen bales at the 
Fero Farms hay plant west of the 
southwest Didsbury four way stop. 
Firemen and hay plant workers 
extinguished the blaze by mov¬ 
ing the bales along the conveyor 
belt and spraying them down. 

Situated across the yard from 
the hay storage barns, the dryer 
fire was contained without spread¬ 
ing. Fero Farms spokesman Ian 
Hopfe said no damage estimate 
was available, but did not antici¬ 
pate a large repair or replacement 
cost. 

Neighbors once again pitched 
in to help out, as Barbara Neufeld 
and two family members who live 
just east of the hay plant drove 
over to offer assistance. Neufeld 
brought forks and shovels and 
even brought over the 
Neucentury farms bobcat to help 
clear charred straw piles to afford 
better access for the firefighters 
dealing with the blaze. 

Neufeld said she was happy to 
help out. 

“If we had a fire at our place, I 
think [Fero Farms personnel] 
would have come to help us,” 
Neufeld said.

Terry’s team 

Terry’s team members are cancer sur¬ 
vivors who carry the living message that 
cancer can indeed be beaten. Didsbury’s 
own Wynne Wollen is a Terry’s Team mem¬ 
ber and she invites the community to join 
her September 22 at the Didsbury Memo¬ 
rial Complex main doors to register in the 
fundraiser. Wollen has been a Terry’s 
Team member since the concept was intro¬ 
duced following the death of Canadian Icon Terry Fox, who initiated the 
run 16 years ago. Last year she personally raised $400 of the record $3,816 
total. “Cancer can be conquered,” she said, encouraging fellow Terry’s 
Team members and all others to join her between 12:30 and 4 p.m. “They 
don’t have to walk the whole distance if they don’t want to; just walk 
what you can and get supporters.” Terry’s Team Members are volunteers 
of any age whose cancer is in remission. TTM’s may assist the Terry Fox 
run in any of several capacities such as event organization, speeches or 
interviews about their experience with the disease, or pledge collection. 
As living proof that research works, TTM’s help to remind everyone to 
keep supporting the cause until a cure for all types of cancer is realized.

Empathy not sympathy 

Richard Hollingsworth has AIDS. While he recognizes the need 
for governmental fiscal restraint, bureaucratic delays and hinder¬ 
ing of access to emerging treatments are literally a life or death 
issue for him. He is currently staging a one-person awareness cam¬ 
paign in which he plans to walk across the province from 
Lethbridge to Edmonton, sharing his story and his concerns 
with Albertans in communities along the route. Last Monday 
he stopped in Didsbury and planted a ceremonial red ribbon in 
the ground; many such ribbons dot his course, one for each 
person who has died in Alberta after succumbing to HIV-related 
diseases. Hollingsworth has received private and corporate do¬ 
nations, but he walks not to raise funds, but awareness. He 
hopes to convince those making decisions about funding drug 
treatments known as “protease inhibitors” to speed the process 
and expand the access. “These new medications could lead to a 
new era of hope for all persons afflicted with this disease,” 
Hollingsworth says. “Instead of an automatic death sentence 
and short term quantitative survival rates, HIV could become a 
manageable (although chronic) malady, and persons afflicted 
with HIV could once again return to living a life of quality and 
dignity with the hope of long term survival.” Hollingsworth 
says this issue touches many people, and he in turn, hopes to 
touch those who control governmental purse strings. “Surely, 
as an enlightened society, we can see the tremendous advan¬ 
tages to be gained by affording such an opportunity to those 
who previously have felt there was not much hope- period.”

Tim Kaczmarski returned to school this fall with plenty 
of material for any teacher who assigned an essay on ‘How 
I Spent My Summer Vacation’. Kaczmarski, 16, left home 
bound for Germany via Ottawa connecting with fellow Ca¬ 
nadian cadet corps members on July 5. Travelling about 
Germany in a large green Mercedes conveyance, dubbed 
‘the pickle bus’ by Kaczmarski and his fellow cadets, the 
young men, ranging in age from 14 to 17, toured, marched, 
exercised and got to know each other as they tested their 
military knowledge and endurance before returning home 
in early August. “We shot a lot of weapons,” Kaczmarski 
said with a smile. “And we ate a lot of sausage and sauer¬ 
kraut. I don’t care if I ever see sausage and sauerkraut 
again.” His cadet uniform sparkles with two new badges 
he earned overseas; a gold in sports (which included com¬ 
pleting a 22 km hike in the Alps), and a silver in marks¬ 
manship. From standard Germany military issue rifles to 
modified Lueger pistols, Kaczmarski, did indeed shoot a lot of weapons. Most memora¬ 
ble for him was an MG3-type machine gun capable of firing 1200 rounds per minute. “1 
had my hand under the barrel and the casings were [hitting] my arm.” He smiled and 
added, “But they were hot so they cauterized the bleeding. I still have the scars.” The 
scars will fade, but the memories will remain. It was something he would not have 
missed for the world, but when he emerged from the airport the sight of his family was 
welcome indeed. He is pictured greeting his sister, Katie, 12. Asked if he was always so 
glad to see her, he smiled and advised he’d also hugged other family members including 
his dog.

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It’s in the heart of Manhattan, but 
architect Michael Rubin’s 750-square- 
foot apartment might as well be in the 
middle of Hudson Bay. 

“I designed the space as if I were 
building a ship,” he says. “Every square 
inch had to have a purpose.” 

Today’s homes may be larger and 
have fewer people living in them than in 
years past, but like Rubin and his “ship,” 
Americans demand that their rooms 
have maximum space efficiency, 
especially when serving multiple 
purposes. 

So, when there’s no backyard patio 
for you to “bump out” onto, you have to 
look inward and rely instead on 
creativity, efficiency and, in Rubin’s case, 
U.S. hardwoods as a material. 

A tour of Rubin’s one-bedroom 
apartment uncovers unique ways to steal 


extra space: accessorizing furnishings so 
they serve several functions, snaring 
space from underutilized closets or 
ceilings, and selecting materials that are 
both functional and beautiful. 

For example, his bedroom boasts 
built-ins like handy underbed storage; 
under- the-window sill cabinetry for 
storing everything from clothes to wine; 
and a home-office desktop that raises, 
allowing access to a balcony with 
panoramic views of Manhattan. 

Rubin’s choice in building materials 
was easy: pale northern maple, a subtly 
grained hardwood that i6 light and 
warm-looking at the same time. “Having 
taught architecture for many years, my 
classes cover formal concerns quite 
extensively,” he says. “That is, materials 
or designs that are more purposeful than 
decorative. I used solid hardwood 


because I wanted the material to be a 
determinant, a form-giver.” 

Rubin considered veneers for his 
small space, but says, “Veneers are more 
decorative, like wallpaper. Solid 
hardwood is a material of substance.” 

Here are some ideas from the 
Hardwood Manufacturers Association, a 
national trade group, for squeezing 

out every last inch of available space. 

• Keep rooms free of clutter; 
Keeping a lid on accessories and 
furniture gives the illusion of more space 
and openness. 

• Vary heights and depths: Rather 
than having all cabinetry and furniture 
at the same height and depth, mix it up 
to give the space a larger feel. 

• Keep color schemes the same: 
Use colors in the same families for small 
spaces. For example, tropical colors like

yellows, corals or blues, or neutrals of 
whites and taupes help visually expand a 
space. 

• Include vaulted ceilings: Where 
possible, raise the ceiling height. Vaulted 
ceilings not only give you an open, airy 
feeling, but they also enable you to use 
taller cabinetry for expanded storage, 
especially in the kitchen. 

• Remove a closet: Your closets may 
be built back to back. Convert this 
newfound space into a home office, 
sewing room or extra bath. 

• Remove a wall: Removing a 
nonbearing wall without mechanical 
lines is easily done and can create much- 
needed space. 

• Move outdoors: Enclose a balcony 
or terrace by using sliding glass doors 
and adding electric base- board heat.

Window 
manufacturers say heavy-duty cladding 
helps windows stand up to just about 
anything Mother Nature can dish out, 
including temperature extremes, nitric 
acid, UV rays, pollutants and salt spray. 

“Homeowners are telling us that they 
don’t want to spend their time 
maintaining windows,” says Susan 
Marvin, president of Marvin Windows 
and Doors. “Aluminium-clad windows 
are a great alternative for customers 


looking for beautiful wood windows with 
tough, long-lasting exteriors.” 

Homeowners are finding that clad 
windows are easy to keep clean. Light 
surface dirt is usually washed off by 
normal rainfall, and thicker dirt can be 
removed with a wash and a rinse with 
clear water. After rinsing well and 
drying, you can use car wax to add shine. 

“Exterior finish is an important 
aspect of cladding,” Siegle says. “To 
reduce fading or chalking, you’ll want to 
look for a commercial-grade finish that 
meets and exceeds the American 
Architectural Manufacturing 

Association’s specifications.” Fading is 
due to UV rays breaking down pigment 
in the coating. Chalking occurs when the

being right-handed. Our under¬ 
standing of homosexuality is simi¬ 
lar: it is natural, although differ¬ 
ent, not a thing to be feared or 
hated, merely understood as part of 
the diversity of life. 

Current research indicates that 
an excessive number of completed 
teenage suicides are by gay adoles¬ 
cents. In struggling to understand 
and accept their sexuality, gay teens 
are at risk of suicide because they 
feel alone, alienated and misunder¬ 
stood in a society that expresses 
intolerance and negative feelings 
towards homosexuals. 

It has been shown conclusively 
that homosexuals do not "recruit" 
by molesting children. Almost all 
pedophiles in fact are heterosexual 
men. 

Reform MP, Dr. Grant Hill, has 
recently been in the spotlight by 
proposing that the "homosexual life¬ 
style" is unhealthy by focusing on 
the rates of sexually transmitted 
diseases in male homosexuals. This 
inappropriate logic (where a group 
of people is put down because of 
common problems) could be used in 
a distorted way to condemn the 
"married lifestyle" for having caused 
so many problems through divorce 
and child abuse. 

Homosexuals' lives and lifestyles 


are really no different from 
heterosexuals' lives and lifestyles 
other than the gender of those to 
whom they are attracted and the 
resulting discrimination and emo¬ 
tional pain. The sexual behaviour 
of homosexuals and heterosexuals 
alike can range from life-long lov¬ 
ing relationships to promiscuity and 
prostitution. 

We welcome gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple and their partners in our prac¬ 
tices. We hope that teens and oth¬ 
ers who may discover themselves 
to be gay will know they can turn to 
us for helpful counsel. We support 
the efforts of gays and lesbians to 
become accepted members of our 
society. We recemmend reading Is 
It a Choice ? (Answers to 300 of the 
Most Frequently Asked Questions 
About Gays and Lesbians), by Eric 
Markus (Harper Collins, 1993.
